Wants National Interests 
and Equal Commercial 
Opportunities Safe- 

guarded, He Says.

Lausanne, April 23.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Safeguarding of the 
legitimate national interests of the 
United States and of the principle of 
commercial opportunity for afl na- 
| tions was officially set forth today 
| as the guiding rule of the American 
representatives when the Near East 
peace conference resumed its labors 
in an endeavor to restore peace be- 
tween the allied powers and Turkey, 
and between Greece and Turkey. 

Joseph C. Grew, American minis- 
ter, said the United States welcomed 
the resumption of the conference. il 
had reconvened on a substantial basi» ; 
an understanding had already been 
reached on a variety of important suab- 
jects and upon this firm foundation 
the United States expects soon to see 
crected that edifice of a just and 
stable peace for which the world was 
waiting with eagarness. Of the po- 
sition of the American representatives, 
he said: 

“We are here for the su.oe purposes

New York, April 23.—The curtain 
bas rung down on another famous 
haunt of Broadway. Shanley’s is no 
more. It has gone the way of Church- 


ill’s, Rector’s, the Knickerbocker and 
the old Claridge. The proprietor, wita 
a certain saline shrewdness, blames 
the times. 

He says, “Broadyay is not what it 
used to be.” That is true. Most of 
the restaffrants have not kept pace 
with the times. The appeal of the 
gilded cafe is as strong as ever. Gil 
Loag, a former newspaper reporter, 
owns a string of 20 that are crowded 
to capacity. 

He has fairly driven nearly all of 
pur- 
suits. He has done this by changing 
the pace. He redecorates each cafe 
about every three months and adds 
some rather startling innovation. The 
public clamours for admittance. 

The name of Shanley has been a 
trade-mark of high standing in the 
restaurant field. But it did not keep 
up with the jazzy spirit of the times. 
‘here is another famous restaurant 
name that is slowly becoming tarnish- 
e! and it will not be long before that 
place, too, closes its doors. 

Shanley’s was the first of the gay 
white light cafes, The first Shanléx’s 
was opened on the east side of Broad- 
way, just above 42d street. That went 
out of business six months after the 
restaurant just closed opened in 1910. 
The opening was one of the LRijlliant 
social affairs of the season. 

Diamond Jim Brady was a regular 
patron of Shanley’s and so were others 
of his ilk who sought moments of re- 
'axation in the Guich of the Diggers— 
the latest playwright, the derby win- 
ner, the matinee idol and even “‘the 
Indy called Lil.” 

Broadway cafes have always found 
patronage easy to secure at the start 
but there is not one in the history 
of the street-that bas been able to 
hold it. I know of at least 15 cafes 


packed 10 years ago and today are 
almost deserted. 

One of the certain indicetions of 
better times is the lack of patronage 
in the barber schools on Second and 
Third avenues. The places which are 
cespondent over the increasing af- 
fluence of the workingmen are offer- 
ing now tu eut_hair and shave free 
all those who are willing to submit to 
the inaccurate fingers of a student 
barber.

In fact, the 
idea of encouraging the youngsters is 
developing rapidly throughout the 
country, and the job of naming the 
sections to produce future champiens 
is becoming more and more difficult.
